Common Cause, the uncommon nation-wide reform group which 
made common cause with the earthier People’s Lobby of California 
in the Proposition No. 9 campaign to reform politics in this state, 
evidently doesn’t consider that “reform’’ sufficient, involved and 
extreme as it is. 

Now it wants to take on incumbent office holders more 
strongly. 

CC’s chairman, Michael Walsh, has been reported as chastising 
our state’s electoral process by saying “There is only on major 
political party in California—the Incumbency Party.” He predicts 
that in the November elections 90 percent of the incumbents on 
the ballot will be reelected; and of those, 80 percent will win 
by landslides. 

Mounting his personal Rosinante, Walsh tilts at the win-mill 
of election campaign funding. He complains that challengers 
must raise “substantial” campaign funds if they have any hope 
of overcoming the name identification advantages of the 
incumbents. 

He throws in another statistic: that 75 percent of legislative 
campaigns in which an incumbent is involved are not 
competitive. And adds: 

“This leads us to conclude that something must be done 
about campaign financing.” 

All that Walsh is quoted as saying about that “something” is 
that Common Cause will be working with the legislature during 
the next session in an attempt to push through a reform of 
present campaign financing. Prop. No. 9 evidently wasn’t good 
enough. 

Walsh’s verbal jousting seems to say only that winning an 
election is OK, but serving in public office should be penalized 
somehow at election time. Getting in is good, but staying in is 
naughty? 

Which makes one wonder how all our incumbents ever got 


elected in the first place. oe

PUT THAT 5% SURTAX ON GOVERNMENT 


Thursday, October 24, 1974 


AND CUT FEDERAL BUDGET $15 BILLION 


LOS ANGELES — State 
Senator H.L. “Bill” Richardson 
has asked President Gerald Ford 
to place the 5% surtax on 
government instead of the 
nation’s taxpayers. 

Addressing Governor Ronald 
Reagan’s Stateside Economic 
Summit at the Marriott hotel in 
Los Angeles, Richardson, a 
candidate for U.S. Senate, said 
his proposal would drastically 
curtail inflation by reducing 
federal spending. 

“President Ford should place 
a 5% surtax on the federal 
government,” Richardson said. 
“The budget of every federal 
department should be ‘taxed’ 
five percent. In other words, the 
total budget should be reduced 
by at least 5%, or $15 billion. 
The result would be that we 
would move toward a balanced 
budget or even a surplus. 

“Thus, this would tend to 
limit the rate of growth in the 
monetary supply, since the 
federal government would not 
be creating dollars to finance a

RIDER CALLS 
INFLATION 
A HOAX 


TULARE — Speaking to a 
group of supporters in Tulare, 
Glenn Rider, American 
Independent party candidate for 
the 32nd Assembly _ district, 
stated “inflation is the biggest 
hoax perpetrated on the USS. 
citizen.” 

“Inflation is an increase in 
the amount of currency in 
circulation, resulting in a 
relatively sharp and sudden fall 
in its value and a rise in prices,” 
Rider stated. ‘‘Since the 
Constitution restricts the power 
to ‘coin money and regulate 
value’ to. the government, we can 
positively state that inflation is 
caused by our federal 
government and not the 
people,” Rider continued. 

As an Assemblyman, Rider 
said he would attempt to block 
any Federal expenditures in 
California not based on a sound 
monetary footing and strictly 
Constitutional in nature. Stating 
the only way to cut the rate of 
inflation is to cut government 
deficit spending, Rider said he 
would like to see a. bill 
introduced in the legislature that 
would require a 10 percent 
decrease in legislators’ pay for 
every 10 percent increase in the 
budget from this day forward.

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Loans On 1974-Crop Seed Cotton Available Through ASCS Offi 


VISALIA — A loan program 
for 1974-crop upland seed 
cotton is aimed at helping 
cotton producers reduce costs of 
harvesting, marketing, and 
processing, according to Gene 
Benhett, “%ounty executive 
director of the Tulare County 
ASCS office. 

He explains that loans of 
1974-crop seed cotton will be 
recourse loans; seed cotton may 
be stored on the farm or at 
off-farm locations; loans will be 
made to eligible producers and 
approved cooperative 
associations. 


After the seed cotton is 
ginned, it will be available for 
marketing or for transferring to 
the regular warehouse-storage 
loan program. Eligibility 


‘Tequirements for seed cotton 


and producers will be the same 
in most respects as under the 
regular loan program for upland 
cotton. 

Recourse loans will be 
available on the estimated 
quality and on up to 95 percent 
of the estimated quantity of lint 
cotton, net weight, when the 
quantity is determined by 
weight, and on up to 90 percent 
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when the quantity is determined 
by measurement. 

Financing for each lot of seed 
cotton will be at the loan rate 
approved under the 
warehouse-stored cotton loan 
program for that quality of 
cotton at the location where it is 
stored. The base rate for 1-1/16 
SLM is 26.20 cents per pound. 

Storage of seed cotton to 
make possible more orderly 
ginning at a later date has had 
favorable results in recent years. 
However, some farmers have 
been reluctant to store seed 
cotton because they could not 


realize needed income from the 
crop while it was in storage. 

Nearly all cotton is now 
harvested by mechanical means 
during a short period, weather 
permitting - generally within 6 
to 12 weeks. As a result, gins are 
overtaxed during harvest and 
then for the greater part of the 
year, machinery and other 
facilities are unused. 

Ginning practices made 
possible by seed cotton loans 
should allow more economical 
use of machinery and labor and 
result in an improved ginning job

ce 
and reduced ginning costs to 
producers. 

Seed cotton under the 
program will be covered by 
security agreements rather than 
by warehouse receipts. The 
quantity and quality of the 
cotton will be determined by 
representatives of the ASC 
County committee.

On Nuclear 
Power Plants 


PORTERVILLE — Porterville 
chamber of commerce directors 
havé voted support of a 
resolution concerning the siting 
of nuclear power stations passed 
by the Fresno city and county 
chamber. 

Copies of the resolution will 
be sent to the six regional 
coastal commissioners and to 
state legislators. The Fresno 
resolution says: 

WHEREAS, the supply of 
natural fossil fuels available for 
electrical power generation is 
rapidly being depleted, and 

WHEREAS, the. nuclear 
power source is only: presently 
Known practical means of 
generating our future required 
electrical power needs, and 

WHEREAS, nuclear power 
generating plants require large 
amounts. of water for plant 
cooling purposes, and 

WHEREAS, California’s 
agricultural water supply is now 
deficient in several inland 
geographical locations in 
California, and 

WHEREAS, the California 
Coastal Commission currently 
limits construction of nuclear 
power plants on the coast; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Fresno 
County and City Chamber of 
Commerce recommends to the 
California Coastal Commission, 
the California Legislature, and 
all groups and_ individuals 
actively engaged in helping to 
guide California’s future growth 
that an equitable method be 
achieved in locating nuclear 
power plants within both the 
inland and coastal areas to 
ensure both power and water 
requirements for sound growth 
at the most economical cost, 

BEIT. FURTHER 
RESOLVED, that State 
Legislation be amended to allow 
for orderly construction of some 
nuclear power plants on the 
coast, which has unlimited water 
for cooling purposes, and, in 
turn, will provide. the most 
economical power source to 
Californians.

Shaffer and Rodgers state 
that costumes, which will be 
made by show cast members, 
need not be elaborate nor 
authentic in detail, but they 
must be colorful.
